In response to the Office Action mailed February 24, 2005, 
applicant hereby provisionally elects, with traverse , to prosecute 
the claims of Group I (claims 1-8, 11-14, 35 and 36) in this 
application . 

However, applicant respectfully traverses the restriction 
requirement since the subject matter of all of claims 1-8, 11-14, 
and 17-36 is sufficiently related that a thorough and complete

the non-elected claims. Thus, it is respectfully submitted that 
the search and examination of the entire application could be made 
without serious burden.
